Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Vishal Khatri on June 18, 2009. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 28-40 and 45 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-9, 1 1-27, 42-44, and 46 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In a gel-process including dissolving a polymer in a solvent to form a polymer solution, 
gelling the polymer solution, and drawing the gelled solution at a draw ratio of at least 20, the 
prior art does not disclose or suggest dissolving isotactic polypropylene in a solvent to form the 
polymer solution and further providing one or more nucleating agents to the polymer solution. 
Furthermore, in prior art processes for drawing isotactic polypropylene in the presence of 
nucleating agents, the isotactic polypropylene is molten and drawn from the molten state rather 
than gel-processed as claimed.
